DIPLOMATIC showdown between the Western democracies and 


Russia—a showdown which threatens to develop into a danger- 
ous international situation—is causing deep anxiety in the Big 
* Three capitals. 


It entered this danger stage with the Anglo-U. S.A. 
decision to stop the reparations of German factory 
machinery and similar material to Russia (agreed on at 
Potsdam) because Moscow had not been carrying out her 
side of the bargain which included a free trade flow, 
especially foodstuffs. from the Eastern zone. 

That the Anglo-U.S.A. Governments had sound 
reason for their decision is generally accepted by the 
majority of the United Nations. Russia, however, has

ECAUSE relations between 

the Big Three are now so 

strained there is every 
possibility of another Stalin- 
Truman - Attlee meeting 
soon. 

The U.S. President’s announce- 
ment that Stalin had re- 
iccted two invitations to 
meet Truman in Washing- 
‘on because his doctors 
would not allow the 
Generalissimo to make a 
long journey, leaves open 
the possibility that the Pre- 
sident might go abroad for 
a conference. 

I am told (writes the Diplo- 
matic correspondent of 
“ The People ”) that the Big 
Three meeting will be a final 
attempt to find a common 
ground for agreement. 

Because failure to agree would 
be a severe blow to world 
nity, the Big Three them- 
elves, apart from their 
foreign ministers, are now 
working out their ultimate 
concessions cnd minimum 
claims.

U.S. airmen have been 
officially allowed to take part with 
Chiang-Kai-Shek’s armies in the 
Manchurian civil war immedi- 
ately after the Russian withdrawal 
from the country 

(2) The Kuomintang (Chiang’s 
finest troops) have been equipped 
with the most modern American 
armament, some of which has 
been captured, and this is avail- 
able if proof is called for, 

(3) America is using every means 
to cut out Allied contacts in Japan 
and European economic links 
with China, virtually asstming 
economic and political dictator- 
ship of the Far East; an 

(4) Special objection is raised 
to U.S.A. forcing its own special 
interpretation of democracy on 
Japan to the exclusion of others. 

These charges may be a follow- 
up on Molotov’s protest against 
U.S.A. negotiations for Icelandic 
and other bases and a counter to 
Mr. Byrnes’ declaration on the

Down Smugglers

ROUND the coasts and in the ports of Britain a ruthless war is 
being waged involving ex Commandos, radar - equipped patrol 
ships, spies and a ceaseless day and night watch of the skies. 
Their ‘a. are the smugglers. 


These devil may -care 
racketeers during the war 
scooped net profits esti- 
mated at £10,000,000. To- 
day gaps in the Customs 
net, inevitable in war, are 
being stopped. 

The age of easy money is 
over. Smugglers will have to 
operate the hard way, pene- 
trating waters guarded by fre- 
quent patrols, backed by the 
wonders of modern science. 

Until recently Allied seamen 
were the main tools of the 

smugglers, bringing large quanti- 
ties of . jewellery, watches, silk 
stockings and cosmetics into 
Britain. 

Sailors arrested recently on 
leaving the Queen Mary at 
Southampton were found to 
have smuggled 2,600 pairs of 
ear-rings, 261 gold chains, 2,400 
a and 120 pairs of silk 


stockings. 

Many similar hauls have been 
loaded into launches from other 
ships. 

CHECK ON CONVOYS

watch is kept to ensure that 
nothing is unloaded “on the 
quiet.”
